Introduction 

This catalog includes films intended primarily ior teacher education and in- 
service programs for teachers. There are diso filr;ison child development, alterna- 
tive education, and adult education which will be of interest to parents and 
community groups. 

A selected number of personal and vocational guidance films for teenagers, 
most of them dealing with social interaction, is also included. For more special- 
ized films dealing with fiuestions of health, sex education, alcohol and drugs, the 
user is referred to the catalogs Films for Health, Recreation, and Physical Educa- 
tion and Films for Human Development and Home Economics. Vocational 
guidance films on specific topics, such as jobs in business or in the technical 
scfonces, may be found in the catalog Films for Business and Industrial Skills. 
For films in the areas of psychology, psychiatry, and learning processes, the user 
is referred to the Psychological Cinema Register: Films in the Behavioral Sci- 
ences. 

A complete list of Audio Visual Services publications may be found at the 
end of this catalog. 

Using This Catalog 

The title of each film listed is followed by its distributor's code, release date, 
running time, catalog number, and rental fee. A code indication of each film's 
potential audience (p-primary; el-elementary; jh-junior high; sh-senior high; 
c-college; a-adult) follows the description of the film's content. 

Distributor designations have been standardized according to the National 
Information Center for Educ^]?ional Media Index to 16mm Educational Films 
(NICEM). The index is available from NiCEM, University of Southern California, 
University Park, Los Angeles, California 90007. 

Film annotations may not provide sufficient infoi mation upon which to base 
a selection. In such cases, the Reference and Advisory Service may be consulted 
either by visit or by telephone {814) 865-0291. Often a prospective user needs to 
preview the proposed rental film to evaluate its effectiveness. In order to meet 
these needs Penn State Audio-Visu^' Services has preview facilities available.

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Rental Procedure 

Rental orders sht^uUI l)e marcie in the name of ihe institution or organization using 
the filn>s. They must be signed by the person who v/ill be responsible for 'the 
prompt return of the film and for payment of charges. Copies of the Audio- 
Visual Services Order Form are bound in at the back of t.his catalog. Additional 
copies will be sent upon request. If order forms are not used, double spacing 
between titles is requested. 

In preparing film orders, the following information should be included: 

1. Correct film catalog number. 

2 Complete and accurate film title. 

3. Customer number as shown on corresporjdence from Audio-Visual Services. 

4. Preferred use date and alternate date. 

5. Customer telephone number, including area code. 
It is helpful to have orders typed with double spacing. 

Following these suggestions will result in quick and accurate processing of 
orders. 

Invoices customarily will be rendered on University invoice forms. If multiple 
invoices are required, the number needed must be specified at the time of order- 
ing. If an institution or agency requires billing on its own forms,, these forms, 
filled out compl<itely, must be sent for verification and signature at the time of 
ordering. 

A two-week lead time is required for regular processing and shippir^g und^r 
the Library Material rste. We do, however, make every effort to accommodate 
last- minute requests through United Parcel Service and special delivery shipments. 
Since there are heavy demands for rental use of films, it is important for you to 
place your order well in advance of use dates and where possible to indicate 
alternate use dciles to permit mors flexible scheduling. 

Rental Fees 

The rental charge given with each film listing is for the first day of actual use. 
Additional days beyond the first are charged at one-half the figure shown. This 
charge applies whether the film is used for further evaluation, for preview, or for 
group instruction, since costs are the same regardless of audience size or intent. 

Films are insured against damage due to normal wear and tear and during 
transportation to and from the user. 

Audio-Visual Services reserves the right to suspend service to a user who re- 
peatedly damages films. 

Due* tc high'i'r film costs and recent postal increases, rental rates are subject to 
change without notice. 

Shipment and Scheduling 

Rental films are shipped to arrive at their destination on the day before their use. 
Return shipments must be made not later than the day following use. If an ex- 
tension of time of use is needed, the request should be made as soon as possible, 
by telephone or telegraph if necessary. 

Return shipments should be carefully packed in the shipping case; a return 
shipping label is provided. Return shipments must be made by parcel post. No 
insurance is necessary upon return. 
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Television Use 

Ownership of a print of a film by Audio-Visual Services does not include per- 
mission for television use, either broadcast or closed-circuit. In all cases, the dis- 
tributor holds television-use rights and should be contacted directly. 

Preventing Damage to Films 

A number of simple precautions during the projection ot a film will prevent un- 
necessary wear and tear : on the film-and avoid embarrassing disturbances to the 
program. Some of these precautions are mentioned briefly below. 

The "film gate" of the projector, where the light beam passes through the film, 
should be thoroughly cleaned with alcohol or carbon tetrachloride. The cleaning 
will eliminate fuzziness at the edges of the projected picture and prevent scratch-, 
ing of the film. 

The film should be installed carefully in the projector. It should fit firmly at 
each sprocket, at the film gale, and over each roller and sprocket. Ample slack 
should be left above and below the film gate area. Adequacy of installation can 
be tested on. many projectors by turning a knob provided for manual operation. 

Projection should be carefully supervised, and immediately stopped upon any 
sign of malfunction. It is a usefui precaution occasionally to touch the edges of 
the film as it winds into the second reel. Damage to the sprocket holes Which 
cannot show in the projected image may be so delected.
